‘not a public. necessity, We. cannot 


“persuade ourselves that the, members 


of the Commission have an adéquate 
‘understanding of the vital relation 
of the Railroad to this section of the 
State of Michigan. 

Not only would the City of East. 
Jordan be crippled by the withdrawal 
of the Railroad, but the future de- 
velopment..of the surrounding. coun- 
try would, we. believe; receive: an 
irreparable setback. The mail ‘ser- 
vice of Boyne City would ‘be incon- 
venienced as a part of the mail: of 
that city is sent over the E..J. & S. 


“The farm values of Antrim and Char- 


levoix counties. would severely suf- 
fer. We. fear there would be a dis- 
tinct foss in population in these two 
counties. 

To those who live th Anuhe and 
Charlevoix counties, and to those who 
have interests here, the continuance 
of railroad service is an imperative 
public necessity. 

Appreciating the fact that the rail- 


road has been losing money for the 


past few years, but being mindful 
that the officers of the railroad have a 
high sense of public service, the 
Chamber of Commerce of East Jor- 
dan requests the E: J. & S. BR. R. to 
continue to. give adequate railroad 
service to the territory that it now 
serves, : 

If the railroad will do this we 
pledge ourselves to“ tisé every proper 
method to-seek to increase the: busi- 
ness of the railroad. We. also pledge 
ourselves to use our influence to have, 


the matter of the adjustment ‘of taxes 


taken up with the Michigan. State 
Board of Assessors. 
If railroad service is* discontinued 


'. the State will lose revenue in taxes 


‘because of reduced property values. 


We believe this fact will enlist the 


“sympathy and the co-operation of the 


Michigan State Board of Assessors. 

We further recommend that. the 
Interstate’ Commerce Commission 
and the Michigan State Publie Utili- 


‘ties Commission ‘be requested to re-

est market grading price. The finish 
is determined almost entirely by thé 
feed and care that the birds receive 
during the last. few weeks of their 
existence. 

If you think your turkéys are suf> 
fering with intestinal-worms,. there. is 
only one way to: find ‘out and that is 
to kill-one, open the intestines and 
find the worms. If worms are found 
to be present in large numbers, espe- 
cially tape’ worms, then a. worm 
remedy may be desirable. -lodine 
Vermicide has been found to be very 
effective. C-A worm capsules have 
also been used in this county and are 
known to be very effective. 

In regard to prices, no one knows 
just what price turkeys will bring 
before Thanksgiving. In regard to 
the number of turkeys in Michigan, 
we feel certain that it is no greater 
than last year. The same condition 
has been reported from Minnesota 
fand Texas... The one -thing we do 
know is that people will buy fewer 
turkeys for the: holidays than’ before, 
the only reason being lack. of pur- 


good turkey raisers willbe able to 
make at least $1 per bird above the’ 
cost of feeding and other costs of 
production. Compared “with other 
live stock, turkeys will still be as pro- 
fitable, if not more so. 
_. POULTRY 

Most poultry raisers ‘are now feed- 
ing their pullets for egg production. 
They should be kept inside entirely 
and the right feeding practices or- 
ganized for the long winter months. 
Realizing that most farmers will be 
unable to buy but limited quantities 
of feed and will feed largely their 
home-grown feeds, here is a good ra- 
tion to follow, either accurately, or 
as elosely as possible: 
18 pounds ground corn. 
18 pounds ground barley. 
18 pounds ground wheat. 
18 pounds ‘ground oats. 
10 pounds. meatscrap. 
10 pounds dried milk, 
5 pounds alfalfa. meal. 
2 pounds. steamed bone. meal. 
1 pound salt.

Either. dried buttermilk or dried 
skim milk may be used. in making up 
these laying rations. In addition to 
the laying mash, which should be be- 
fore the birds at all times, the most 
satisfactory scratch grain consists of 
‘}equal parts, by weight, of corn and 
wheat.

‘Soybeans Good for 
Building Up Soils 


Also Have Great Number of 
Other Virtues. 


By C. R. HUDSON, Farm’ Demonstration

Soybeuns xre Vigorous in grewth, 
easy to cultivate. and mature in a 
short time. Usually they: do mot de- 
crease the crop of corn when planted 
with it, and are often worth as much 
us the corn. crop itself, The beans 
are used. for grazing live stock, espe- 
cially hogs; mowlng for forage; turn- 
ing under for soil improvement, and 
tire harvested for seed, leaving the 
vines and stalks on the land, They 
make a fine quality of hay and cure 
more readily than most hays. - They 
stand wet weather better than cow- 
peas and are not badly injured by dry 
weather, 

As a sales crop, the hay and seed 
both bring good prices, In many com- 
munities of eastern Carolina ‘farmers 
are building up their, soils with: this 
crop, while at the same time they are 
selling seed and hay. 

Nor is the soybean confined to east- 
ern Carolina. Plantings are being in- 
creased rapidly in the western part of 
the. state as farmers learn of their 
value, 

It is not generally known that North 
Carolina gave the soybean to the na- 
tion, A campaign to increase the pop- 
ularity of the fegume was conducted 
in the state several years ago when 
only a smull acreage was planted in

~ TRADE TIGHTENS: up 


Tried aaa New Methods 
in Redoubled Efforts. 

Washington.—“The series ‘of trade 
agreements between Great Britain and 
her dominions: and colonles recently 
reached at the. conferetice in Ottawa, 
Canada, : “probably will bring about far.

from’ the National. Geographic society.

United States Commercial Attaches 

“Heretofore,” continues the bulletin, 
"the leading exporting nations of the 
> | New. and. Old world have gone about 
“| the matter of drumming up-trade in 
| ways - characteristically their own. 
With its staff of trade experts at home 
in. the Department of. Commerce, its 
commercial attaches and trade com- 
missioners tn 59. foreign ports and in- | 
dustrial centers, and its- even larger 
group of consular agents /scattered 
around the world, thé: United States 
seeks to keep its finger on the pulse 
of world trade and to assist American 
manufacturers and exporters to find 
new markets and to make better use 
of old ones. 

- “Great Britain has always” placed ‘ 
chief reliance officially on her army of 
‘consuls who are to be found. wherever 
any considerable stream of gonds rises 
to: flow lnto‘the great currents of world 
trade. Aside from this official body of 
agents, a veritable army of salesmen 
beats its way up and down the world 
seeking to satisfy. whatever need arises 
with British goods. 

“France, to a large extent, has speci-- 
alized in striving for world trade, by 
placing emphasis on her artistic prod- 
ucts and by building up the idea of 
Paris as a world rt center. This is 
especially true of fashions, one 
and jewelry, 

Relies. on Trade Fairs, 

“Germany. maintains the usual staff 
of consuls in foreign commercial cen-- 
ters, but places chief reliance, in the 
struggle for world trade, on her great 
international exchanges or trade fairs, 
such a8 that at Leipzig. 

“Sweden, not to be outdone by” other 
“nations, pursues a well organized plan 
to obtain its share of world trade. The 
great industries of the country «have 
banded together in an exporters’ asso: 
elation, which operates under govern =| 
mental sanction to stimulate Swedish 
exports, and maintains agents in for- 
eign countries, 

“Belgium relies in many cases on 
honorary consuls. But at home the 
Belgian government has taken very

Perhaps most important: of all, not 
even excepting the sun, is Jatik, the 
great mother. It is impossible, how- 
every" to arrange the gods in any deti- 
nite hierarchy, Mr. White points out. 
The sun isa symbo} of cosmic power, 
but is not.anthropomorphic now in any 
sense conceived as partaking“ of the 
nature of a human being, fatik seems 
to: be the symbol] of human life. itself, 
‘put 1s. quite remote from the daily ac- 
tivities of her children. After death 
the individual goes back to her. She 
is never pictured as human in form. 
She-is regarded with respect and ten- 


-derness. 


The moon and stars are “sald by 
some of the Acomas to be spirits, The 
clouds, especially the rain clouds, are 
quite important, and prayers are said 
to them.. Lightning is. sacred, asso- 
elated both with rain and with hunt- 
ing. 

The-Acoma pantheon ‘contains four 
rain makers who Hve at the four car- 
dina] points. In the North lives Ca’kak, 
who brings the snow. In the South 
dwells Maiyatounu, who brings the 
drizzling rain, and in the V/est, Guic. 
thia. bringer of ordinary rain. Cul- 
tiyn dwells in the East and brings the 
fog and mist. 

Hunting and Medicine Gods. 

There are also hunting and medicine 


essarily inferior to them in importance, 
in-San bistevan, or Saint Stephen, the 
patron saint of Acoma, whose day,’ 
September 2, is observed with a corn 
dance and with services in the old 
Spanish church. He is regarded as 
having some power and as being dis- 
posed to help the Acoma people. Then 
comes Yoshthi, Dios, or God, regarded 
as supernatural and hence as pos- 
sessed of Some power. He is not held 
in much esteem by the Acomas, how- 
ever, and is considered as not well dis- 
posed toward the people because of 
the practice attributed to him of pun- 
ishing after death. None of the na- 
tive gods do this. Sometimes prayer 
Sticks are offered to him, but they al- 
ways ure accompanied with prayer 
sticks for the great mother, Iatik. 
Christo is regarded as a supernatural, 
but o4t primarily for the Indians, and 
has very little following. 

Magic and witchcraft. remain very 
potent influences with the Acomag, and 
youths returning from white schools 
have difficulty {n remaining free trom 
superstitions against the testimony of 
thelr own eyes, for the medicine men 
‘are quite skillful and perform some 
feats difficult to explain. 

Throughout thelr history, it is re 
counted, the Acomas.have had a repu- 
tation for vigorous. hostility toward 
the whites, and thelr unfriendliness 
haa been preserved up to the present 
tine, There has been no violence for 
years, but a visitor from outside finds. 
little welcome among them,

_ CERTAIN TO VARY. 


Many Factors in Butterfat 
' Production. 


By FRED M. HAIG, Associate Professor of 
Dairying, North Carolina State. College.—.~ 
WNU Service, 


While ‘dairymen’ pondér the. cause 
of variation in: the butterfat- content 
of milk from the same breed of cows 
and between individual cows of: the [- 
same breed, investigation shows there 
are at least ten different factors asso-. 
ciated in this cause. 

When we consider the single mile- 
ings of Individual cows, the butterfat 
‘content varies. from about 2-per cent 
to 10 per cent. ‘The-first of these fac. 
tors is of course the Influence of the 
fndividuality of a cow. Seldom do we 
find two cows, even of the same breed, 
whose milk contains the same. amount 
of fat. Then there is the influence of 
the breed. When the average-of sev- 
‘eral cows in the same breed is taken, 
‘there will usually be a fairly uniform 
difference -between two breeds. The 
age of the cow also has effect. The 
milk is usually less: rich in fat with |, 
each succeeding period of lactation. 
As each lactation. pefiod advances, 
however, the amount of fat increases 
as the stage of lactation becomes more 
advanced. This is especially appar ent 
after the third month. 

In addition to these four influences, 
we find the difference in time between 
milkings has some effect, and milking 
at regular intervals: gets best results. 
The last milk drawn from the udder 
is richer than. the first few streams 
and shows why a cow should be thor- 
oughly stripped. A cow -in good flesh 
will produce more milk and fat than

Records of Purebreds 
Well Worthy of Study 


Purebred cows gaye, on the average, 
1,110 pounds more milk and 31 pounds 
more butterfat in-a year than grade 
cows, according to a. summary of the 
records of more than 380,000 cows in 
the New York staté dairy herd im- 
provement -associations, reports Prof. 
W, T. Crandall of thg-New York State 
College of Agricuftire.-—-The study 
also showed that, on the average, cows 
make: their best and most profitable 
production at from six to elght years 
of age. Forty-seven per cent of the 
eows in the associations were from 
two.to four years of age and only 28 
percent from six to elght years of | 
age. The replacement and deprecia-. 
tion in New York state herds could 
be reduced if more. good heifers were 
raised and if diseases were better 
controlled, he says, for the good cows 
would remain longer in herds than 
they do nowadays. 


Plan Ahead 


“To be wise in time,” says Professor 
Eckles, Minnesota specialist, “applies 
to cow owners as well as to the af- 
fairs of government. The farmer who 
waits until cold weather before plan- 
ning what to feed during the winter, 
is not wise in time. ..-
